8. (Currently amended) The m e thod of claim 2, wh e r e in g e n e rating a notification icon 
upon arrival of said data file fiirth e r compris e s: g e n e rating a first notification user interface of 
claim 13, further comprising an initial icon displayed upon initiation of said arrival of said data 
media file , said ; and g e n e rating a second notification level icon being displayed upon 
completion of said arrival of said data media file. 

9. (Currently amended) The m e thod user interface of claim 8, wherein said s e cond icon 
is fixll siz e and said first initial icon is has a reduced size relative to said second level icon.

13. (Currently amended) Th e us e r int e rfac e of claim 12, A computer-implemented user 
interface for opening a media file transmitted to a background space of a computer system via a 
network using a polite push data transmission technique, comprising: 

a first command interface, the execution of which transfers said media file to a 
foreground space of said computer system and opens said media file: 
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a second command interface, the execution of which deletes said media file without 
opening said media file or transferring said media file to said foreground space; 

a third command interface, the execution of which delays opening of said media file for a 
selected time period; and 

a fourth command interface, the execution of which establishes a link with an address 
associated with an originator of said media file; 

wherein said first, second, third and fourth conmiand interfaces all form part of a first 
level icon, and fiirther comprising: 

a second level icon, the selection of which drills down to said first level icon. 

14. (Currently amended) A comput e r impl e m e nt e d us e r int e rface for op e ning a m e dia 
fil e transmitt e d to a background spac e of a computer syst e m by a r e mot e application via a 
n e twork using a polit e push data transmission t e chniqu e , comprising: a first s e l e ctable command 
int e rfac e , th e selection of which caus e s an application residing on said comput e r system to 
initiat e a first op e ration on said m e dia file; a s e cond s e l e ctabl e command int e rfac e , th e sel e ction 
of which caus e s said r e sid e nt application to initiat e a s e cond operation on said m e dia fil e ; and 

The user interface of claim 13, fiirther comprising a notification application coupled to said first 
and second command interfaces, said notification application transmitting a notification to said a 
remote application upon selection of either said first s e l e ctable command interface or said second 
s e l e ctabl e command interface, said remote application constructing an evaluation of an 
advertising campaign being at least partially conducted by transmitting said media file to said 
computer system, said evaluation being constructed using notificafions issued by said notification 
application in response to selection of either said first or second s e l e ctabl e command interfaces. 
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15. (Currently amended) The user interface of claim 14, wherein: 

selection of said first command interface op e ns said m e dia fil e and causes said 
notification application to issue a notification of an opening of said transmitted media file; and 

selection of said second command interface d e l e t e s said m e dia fil e and causes said 
notification application to issue a notification of a deletion of said transmitted media file prior to 
opening thereof

17. (Currently amended) The user interface of claim 16, and fiuth e r comprising: a claim 
14, wherein selection of said third s e lectabl e command interface , th e s e l e ction of which caus e s 
said r e sid e nt application to d e lay transf e r of said m e dia file to said for e ground spac e and op e ning 
of said m e dia fil e for a s e l e ct e d tim e p e riod and causes said notification application to issue a 
notification of a delay in opening said media fil e ; and file, said remote application constructing 
said evaluation of said advertising campaign using said notifications issued upon selection of 
said third command interface. 

18. (Currently amended) The user interface of claim 17, and furth e r comprising: a fourth 
command int e rfac e , the selection of which caus e s said r e sid e nt appUcation to e stabUsh a linlc 
with an addr e ss associat e d with an originator of said m e dia fil e ; claim 14, wherein said remote 
application constructing said evaluation of said advertising campaign using uses information 
received during interchanges conducted after establishment of said link with said address .
